NEWS IN BRIEF. 


——The New York Michigan relief fund 
now amounts to $125,945. 

——The cotton crop of Georgia this year is 
about 30 per cent short of the crop of last 
year. ; 
——There will be two colored members in 
the next Virginia Senate and eleven in the 
House. 

——Lefroy, the English railway-carriage 
murderer, has been sentenced to be hanged 
on the 20th of December. 

— «Northeast to southeast winds, light 
rain or snow, and stationary or higher tem- 
perature for this region today. 

——Cardinal Nina, at one time Papal Sec- 
retary of State, willi become Prefect of Con- 
gregations, vice Cardinal Caterini, deceased. 

Alt is believed that six persons who got 
on board the steamer Calliope at Gibraltar 
were Americans. The Calliope was wrecked 
on the Spanish coast. 

——Juljus Stark was sentenced at Antonio, 
Tex., yesterday to ten years, imprisonment 
for robbing the United States mai . William 
Peltey, for a similar offense, was sent to the 
penitentiary for life. 8 

Paul de Cassagnac has another chance 
to kill his man or to be killed himself. In 
consequence of a recent article in his paper, 
Le Pays, refiecting on Adrien Montebello, 
the latter has challenged him. 


——Bailey, Republican, defeated Noble, 


Democrat, for State-Treasurer of Pennsyi- 
vania, by 5,954 plurality. The entire Repub- 
lican ticket is elected in Wisconsin by an 
average majority of from 7,000 to 8,000, 

Through the breaking of a steel twisted 
rope the elevator of the Belvidere Hotel, 
New York, fell from the fifth floor to the 
basement yesterday, fatally injuring John 
Mercer, a porter, and seriously injuring four 
other persons. 


At the election in Detroit, Mich., Nov. 
8, the Republicans elected the Mayor, City 
Clerk, City Treasurer, City-Attorney, all the 
Councilmen but one, and ten out of fourfeen 
Aldermen. Thompson, the Republican can- 
didate for Mayor, got a majority of 1,404. 


A semi-official German organ says that 
notwithstanding the result of the elections 
the German Government will persevere with 
its schemes of economical reform. Bis- 
marck’s immediate friends admit that he will 
not resign, and that the threats of resigna- 
tion are made for effect. e 


——Sheriff Keeter, while trying to capture 
a horse-thief at Yellville, Ark., was fatally 
shot. W. J. Fuller, a moonshiner, shot 
Leonard Jarrell in Habersham County, Geor- 
gia, because he suspected that Jarrell gave in- 
formation about his moonshining operations 
to the revenue authorities. 


— Sir Garnet Wolseley has been ap- 
pointed Adjutant-General of the British 
army in place of Gen. Sir Charles H. Ellice. 
The appointment has been made in order to 
facilitate the working of the new army sys- 
tem, of which Sir Garnet approves, but to 
which Gen. Ellice is believed to be opposed. 

——Ex-Senator Christiancy testified in the 
divorce case yesterday. He swore that he 
never knew Giro, and that he was rot aware 
that Giro testified in the case until a month 
after the deposition was taken. He said that 
the letters to Giro were in his wife's hand- 
writing. He was quite confident on this 
point. 

——The Albany Evening Journal places 
Gen. Carr’s majority for Secretary of State 
at 10,000, and says that itis probable that all 
the Republican candidates on the State ticket 
except Husted are elected. The State Sen; 
ate will probably stand 17 Democrats to 15 
Republicans, and the Assembly 67 Democrats 
and 61 Republicans. 

Premier Ferry and his colleagues tend- 
ered their resignations to President Grévy 
yesterday, and they were accepted as a mat- 
ter of course. Gambetta was then sent for 
and intrusted with the formation of a new 
Cabinet, and he has accepted the trust. The 
new Cabinet will be announced Sunday. 
Ferry will probably be Minister of Instruc- 
tion. 

Samuel Ingham, who was a member of 
Congress from 1835 to 1839, died yesterday at 
Hartford, Conn. Col. John Katz, for several 
years Chief of Police of Boston, died yester- 
day morning. The Kev. Dr. John W. Meers, 
Professor of Metaphysics in Hamilton Col- 
lege, and Prohibition candidate for Governor 
of New York in 1879, died yesterday at Utica 
in his 56th year. 

— Returns from eighty counties of Vir- 
ginia give Cameron (Readjuster) for Gov- 
ernor 1,500 majority. Returns from the thir- 


ty-two counties still to héar from will in- | 


crease the majority to about 10,000. The Leg- 
islature will stand: Senate, 22 Readjusters, 
18 Democrats; Assembly, Readjusters 57, 
Democrats 43; thus giving the Readjusters a 
majority of 18 on joint ballot. 

——The King of Ashantee had 200 young 
girls killed recently that he might obtain 
their blood for use in mixing mortar for the 
repair of the State buildings. The report of 
the massacre is made by one of the intended 
victims, who succeeded in making good her 
escape. The story is not discredited, as the 
Ashantee King is known to have ordered 
similar massacres on other occasions. 

——Moret, a Radical member of the Span- 


ish Cortes, urges the introduction into Spain 
of jury and magisterial systems similar to 


those of the United States and England, and 


a property system similar to those of Bel- 
gium and England. He announced that he 
would conditionally support the Government, 
and denounced regicides. He alluded to 
Queen Victoria’s sympathy with Mrs. Gar- 
field. 

——Chief-Justice Shannon, of Dakota, says 
the charges made against him have origi- 
nated with an Indian land-ring and jealous 
political competitors.

Gen. Bloomfield was indigted 
by the grand jury. The trial came eff yes- 
terday. Winslow repeated his statement. Gen. 
Bloomfield contradicted it point blank. Wins- 
low’s testimony was impeached, and twenty 
witnesses, four of whom were summoned 
at Winslow’s own request, swore that his 
reputation for truth, and veracity was not 
good, and most of them that they would not 
believe him on oath. Gen. Bloomfield was 
acquitted by the jury Without hesitation, and 
was sincerely cohgratulated by his fellow- 
townsmen on his triumphant vindication.

The canal, he holds, must neces- 
sarily form a part of any scheme of improve- 
ment ef the waterway between the great 
lakes and the Mississippi. 

——Under Secretary Windom’s refunding 
scheme $579,560,050 of bonds have been con- 
tinued at 35 per cent, at a cost to the Gov- 
ernment of about $10,000. Mr. Windom 
claims that his scheme has resulted ina 
greater saving to the Government than would 
the Democratic scheme proposed at the last 
session of Congress if adopted. The Demo- 
¢ratic scheme proposed the expenditure of 
one-fourth of 1 per cent, or $1,448,900, for 
refunding operations, the repeal of the bank- 
tax, and the abolition of the two cent 
stamp on checks, drafts, ete., which would 
have reduced the Government revenues by 
$8,676,999, making a total loss to the revenue 
through the 3 per cent refunding scheme of 
$10,125,599. The difference in the annual in- 
terest between a3 and a 84¢ per cent bond 
on the total amount refunded is $2,897,800, 
which, deducted from $10,125,599, shows an 
advantage to the Government the first year 
of $7,227,790. The 344 per cent bonds are 
payable at the discretion of the Governinent, 
and it is an advantage that they can be paid 
whenever the Government has funds. 


——Judge Cox decided yesterday that pro- 
ceedings by information in tne star-route 
cases was improper, holding that the crime 
charged against Brady and others is “ infa- 
mous,”’ and that the proceedings should be by 
indictment. The informations were there- 
fore quashed,and Brady and his fellows 
have gained a substantial victory. Col. 
Cook, after Judge Cox had rendered his de- 
cision, made a_ personal explanation of 
his course in the matter. He did not 
attempt to defend the course of the 
Attorney-General, and the latter has not 
yet thought it worth his while to defend 
himself against the charges of carelesness, 
lack of diligence, and want of method in 
dealing with these cases. Col. Cook says 
that the star-route people will be now pro- 
ceeded against in the regular way, by in- 
dictment, and that there will be no “let-up.”’ 
The star-routers have won the first round, 
however, and their victory makes them de- 
fiant. Col. Totten, their leading counsel, 
said yesterday in open court, replying to 
Col. Cook, that the cases would never be 
brought before a petit jury. 

——Gladstone in his speech at the Lord 
Mayor’s banquet complimented Mr. Forster 
and those associated with him in the govern- 
ment of Ireland, and said that they were en- 
titled to the gratitude of their countrymen for 
the- exemplary manner in which they have 


‘performed their duties. The Times regards 


this as an indication that the Government 
will persevere in the policy of repression, 
and warns those tenants who have acted on 
the no-rent policy to desist. It asks the 
landlords not to press their claims in certain 
districts at the present time, but to wait 
until the ultra Land-League districts are 
subdued, when the authorities will aid them 
in the collection of rents. The Pall Mall 
Gazette, on the other hand, says that Fors- 
ter’scourse has only tended to deepen dis- 
affection, and says that not only Fenians and 
rebels, but the professional classes, are deeply 
incensed at cases of scandalous injustice, 
such as the arrest of Dr. Kenny, the Land- 
League physician.

MAC VEAGH’S WATERLOO. 
A GENERAL LET DOWN OF THE PROSECU- 
TION OF THE ALLEGED ROBBERS. 
Special Disvatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WasHineton, D. C., Nov 10.—The attempt 
of the Government totry the star-route cases 
without the intervention of the grand jury 
by the process technically called an infor- 
mation has failed. Stripped of technicali- 
ties, the decision of Judge Cox is, in sub- 
stance, this: The fifth article of the amend- 
ments to the Constitution of the United States 
provides that no person shall be held to an- 
swer for a capital or otherwise infamous 
crime unless on a presentment or indictment 
by agrand jury, except in cases arising in 
the land and naval forces. The offense 
charged in the information which the Gov- 
ernment sought to file is, in the opinion of

consequently it is clearly in contraver on of 
the Constitution of the United States and of 
the laws of the District of Columbia to pro- 
ceed by information. The decision goes in 
no respect to the merits of the offenses 
charged. There can bé no inference drawn 
from the decision as to the guilt or innocence 
of the persons accused. The fact that the 
persons charged with conspiracy to defraud 
the Government have had their bail dis- 
charged and are themselves released proves 
only that the lawyers for the Government 
made a mistake at law; yet it is noticeable 
tonight that 

THE STAR-ROUTE PEOPLE 
and their friends are endeavuring to inter- 
pret the decision as meaning that the Gov- 
ernment has no ‘case egainst them, and that 
the proceedings are at au end. They are at 
an end, as to this particular case, in which 
Brady and others were charged with con- 
spiracy to defraud the. Government with re- 
spect to a certain mail-route in Arizona, for 
the reason that any proceedings before the 
grand jury in that particular case were 
barred by the statute of limitations about 
Oct. 1, three days before the grand jury 
reassembled: but, if the Government has the 
evidence that it is supposed to have, failure 
to proceed by an unusual process, resorted 
to as the only means to correct a legal blun- 
det, and if the present Administration is dis- 
posed to have proceedings against the &tar- 
route men continued, 

THESE INFAMOUS CRIMES, 
which Judge Cox said today had the line 
drawn between them and misdemeanors at 
the wall of the penitentiary, can yet be pun- 
ished in the courts of law. We have the 
eases and will go right on.“ said Col. Cook, 
the special counsel of the Government, after 
hearing the decision of Judge Cox against 
the information procedure, and Col, Cook has 
the reputation of being the most successful 
criminal lawyer at the District bar. 

„Lou will never bring any of these cases 
before a petit jury,” said Col. Totten, the 
leading local counsel for the defense. 

Upon these two statements the issue is 


joined. 
THE RESULT 
is to be determined. If the Government has 
the evidence that it is supposed to have, and 
the grand jury is honest, scores of indict- 
ments as to offenses against which the 
statute of limitations has not yet run may 
be expected. The attorneys for the star- 
route men deny that any such evidence ex- 
ists. The attorneys for the Government are 
said to fear that the grand jury is not alto- 
gether to be relied upon. But, whatever the 
result, and whatever the decision the Arthur 
Administration may arrive at as to further 
prosecution ot these cases, it cannot be de- 
nied that the failure of the attempt to pro- 
ceed by information is 
A VERY SERIOUS SET-BACK 

for the Government. The decision reflects 
upon the legal ability of the Government’s 
counsel, casts a suspicion upon their earnest- 
ness, and gives the advantage of a seeming 
success to the defense. It cannot be denied that 
the Government has begun the star-route 
prosecutions with a blunder, and met with a 
mortifying and disastrous defeat through 
blundering. On whose shoulders the real 
responsibility should rest may not be for the 
momeat apparent. The Government prose 
cutors are anxious to shift it from one to the 
other. The person whom the Nation atlarge | 
will hold responsible is the Attorney-Gen- 
eral. He is the law officer of the Govern- 
ment, and as such had the direction of the

have been given. His own was that he 
deemed it proper that President Arthur 
should select his own Cabinet advisors, and 
that he therefore should stand down and out 
ofthe way.

And, to reply to the second reason last, 
Judge Cox decides today, from the bench, 
that the Government has so far failed in the 
proper presentation of the case that all 
their work falls to the ground, and they must 
begin again.

COMMENTS ON COOK’S STATEMENT. 

Col. Cook, attorney for the Government, 
after the decision of Judge Cox in the mat- 
ter of the information in the star-route cases 
today, made a reply to the statement of Dis- 
trict-Attorney Corkhill, a few days ago, as 
to the adjournment of the grand jury. Col. 
Cook did not undertake to reply for the At- 
torney-General, but did state, as for himself, 
that he not only did not know that the grand 
jury was to be adjourned until it was ad- 
journed, but that he did not know until last 
week that it could have been reassembled. 
The explanation of Cul. Cook is not an an- 
swer for the Department of Justice, and can 
scarcely be regarded as a complete answer 
tor himself, for 
THE LAWYERS WILL BE VERY APT TO SAY 
that, if he did not know, he ought to have 
known, that the grand jury could have 
been reconvened on short notice, as t was 
stated in the court the other day by the 
prosecuting officer of the District (a state- 
ment which was confirmed by the Judge), 
that there.was more than one precedent here 
for reconvening a jury pending an adjourn- 
ment, and that it could easily have been done 
in this case. Col. Cook, on behalf of the 
Government, finding that the jury had been 
adjourned, and knowing that the statute of 
limitations was running, and would operate 
before the date fixed for the reassembling of 
the jury, could, at least, have inquired of 
the judge or of the District-Attorney, 
whether the grand jury could be reconvened, 
and have asked that it should be reconvened 
if possible. Neither this question nor re- 
quest was made. But the vital point in this 
controversy between District-Attorney Cork- 
hill and Attorney-General MacVeagh is, 
Did District-Attorney Corkhill know that the 
statute of limitations would operate upon 
the case in question prior to Oct. 3? 

THE ANSWER TO THAT 
would seem to bea very simple one. Dis- 
trict-Attorney Corkhill knew nothing what- 
ever about the case that the Attorney-Gen- 
eral was to bring as a test case in this star- 
route business.

BEER. 
THE IDEAS OF THE REVENUE OFFICE. 
spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 10.—There are 
two features of the question pertaining to 
the production of beer which are attracting 
renewed attention among the officers of the 
internal revenue. The first is the necessity 
of greater watehfulness in view of the con- 
stantly increasing revenue derived from fer- 
mented liquors, and the second is the protec- 
tion of the consumer against adulterations. 


The chief source of fraud in evading the tax 


on beer is from the reuse of barrel 
stamps when taking beer to the bottling 
houses. When the laws in regard to 
brewers were passed the amount 
of tax annually collected would 
not justify a large force of officers to insure 
its collection. In 1863 the tax was only a lit- 
tle over $1,500,000. This year it will proba- 
bly run over $14,000,000. The Office of Internal 
Revenue does not claim that extensive frauds 
are committed, but it sees that,in the ab- 
sence of thorough Governmental supervision, 
THE OPPORTUNITIES FOR FRAUD 
are now great in view of the increased 
production. In fact, so slight is the 
oversight which the officers of the rev- 
enue have over the breweries that 
whenever the purpese to commit fraud 
exists the oversight is practically of very 
little use to prevent it. There seems to bea 
growing belief among revenue officers that 
the employment of storekeepers, at least at 
the large breweries, has become a necessity, 
and such an addition.to the force of inspect- 
ors as will allow frequent visits to the smaller 
houses. In regard to the second branch of 
the subject, that of 
ADULTERATION. 

it is believed that the presence of a store- 
keeper with the same powers as are 
now exercised by this class of officers 
at distilleries would enable the Gov- 
ernment to insure compliance with 
the law, which requires brewers to enter in 
books open to the revenue officers an ac- 
curate statement of the nature and amount 
of all materials used in the manufacture of 
their beer. This law, as a few. recent investi- 
gations show, is not generally complied with, 
and, under present methods, there appears 
to be no effective way of securmg com- 
pliance. The evidences are very strong that 
fermented liquors are seriously adulterated, 
and that the abuse is on the increase.

The Different Iron Companies Practi- 
cally Bilfect a Consolidation—Jay 
Gould to Be the Great I Am. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Nov. 10.—The iron consol- 
idation which has been so long talked about 
was today at last practically effected. The 
status of the matter now is that the parties 
here who have sold out to Eastern capitalists 
are awaiting their money, and when the 
shekels arrive from New York the business 
will be closed. When Jay Gould obtained a 
large interest in the Missouri Pacific and Wa- 
bash Rdads he deemed it necessary that a 
steel-mift should be located at this point. 
His visit here several months ago in compa- 
ny with several New-Yorkers was to se- 
lect a site for the works. The local 
iron and steel men looked with great anxiety 
on the prospect of the competition that 
Gould's enterprise would give them, he con- 
trolling most of the roads that furnished an 
outlet to the city. After some consultation, 
a committee waited upon Mr. Gould and 
proposed to him that if reasonable terms 
could be obtained the Vulcan Steel Com- 
pany, with several of the iron companies, 
could be placed under his control. ‘The 
proposivion met Gould’s approval, and Mr. 
Gerard B. Allen was appointed to es- 
timate and apportion the values of 
the various interests. It was originally 
intended that the pool should 
formed of the Vulcan Steel 8 
Pilot Knob Lron Company, the Grand“ 1— 
Mining & Transportation Company, and the 
Iron Mountain Iron Company. Matters re 
in a chaotic state fora couple of months, the 
Iron Mountain Company causing the hitch. 
It was declared by the other parties to the 
pool that the Iron Mountain was asking too 
much, demanding, as it did, a controlling in- 
terest in the new consolidation. But for this 
drawback the business would have been 
brought to a finish at least four 
months ago, but the Iron Mountain people 
remained obstinate and clogged the wheels.

companies mentioned has been bought from 
parties here by Eastern capitalists, among 
them Jay Gould, Commodore Garrison, David 
Dows, A. A. Low, James A. Barden, an iron 
capitalist of New York, Henry G. Marquard, 
Thomas Dickson, of the Delaware & Hudson 
Canal, Russell Sage, Cyrus W. Field, Solon 
Humphreys, and others.

MISSISSIPPI. 


A DEMOCRATIC ACCOUNT OF THE ELEC· 
TIN“ AT MERIDIAN. 


MERIDIAN, Miss., Nov. 10.—After a lapse 
of two days and conversation with forty or 
fifty different participants the whole story of 
the shooting at Marion is given in brief as fol- 
lows: Tuesday last, while the State election 
was progressing at Marion, in this county, 
Joseph Barnett, gn aged white man, having 
just voted, was insulted by a negro at the 
polis. Barnett raised his arm to resent it 
with a blow. Some say he drew a stick on 
the negro, but, before he could strike, 
another negro, Frank Johnson, shot him in 
the neck, cutting the jugular vein, and killing 
him almost instantly. George Johnson 
(cdélored), formerly a slave of Bar- 
nett, ran up to defend his old 
master and was shot by the negro, from 
which he died today. A general shooting 
among the negroescommenced. The whites 
were all unarmed. Jeff Segars (white) was 
killed by a negros named Sam Gillespie. 
Vance Segars was wounded and is expected 
to die. Alex. Harvey, Democratic candidate 
for County Assessor, fifty yards from the 
scene, was 
RUSHED UPON BY THE NEGROES AND KILLED, 
shot through the head. He wasshotin the 
face by Frank Johuson, after be was dead. 
James Hodges (white) was wounded in the 
hand. The negroes doing the shooting were 
Gillespie, Frank Johnson, Allen, Burwell, 
Brown, and Martin Malone. Marion 
was not the voting-place for these 
negroes. They were from another 
precinct. Will Vance (white) a Republican, is 
said to have given the order to the negroes to 
begin firing. As soon as the news reached 
Meridian, six miles distant, Sheriff R. L. 
Henderson, with a posse of seventy-five 
men, repaired to the scene. The negroes all 
had left. A party of twenty men went to 
the house of Kd Vance, and, approaching 
with warrants of arrest, demanded his sur- 
render, and were replied to by Vance halloo- 
ing tothem to go to hell. They were then 
fired on and repulsed. One horse was shot. 
By 5o’clock in the afternoon relief came, 
and the Sheriff, with his men, surrounded 
the house. The Sheriff called out to them 


to surrender. 
A WHITE FLAG 


was presented at the front door. The Sheriff 
met the bearer on half-way ground, and, on 
a promise that he would protect Vance and 
allin the house, should they surrender, it 
was agreed on. The Sheriff drove his buggy 
up to the gate to take in the prisoners, Will 
Vance and his men gathered about the yard, 
anticipating no danger. John Vance at that 
moment was seen in a stooping attitude be- 
hind a corner of the stables near by, with a 
gun leveled at the posse, but before he could 
fire he was shot and killed. At the same in- 
stant, while A. G. Warren, of the posse, was 
pledging protection to the females of Vance’s 
family, he was shot through the head by 
some one from inside the house and instantly 
killed. The Sheriff and Hardin Jones, of 
the posse, were slightiy wounded. Ed Vance 
escaped. Several negroes were seen to fire 
on the posse from the house and run off. No 
negroes are known to be killed. Four or 
five are known to be wounded, 
WILL VANCE 
was brought to Meridian by the Sheriff in a 
buggy, eight miles, at night, and lodged in 
jail. No harm was offered tohim. Young 
Ed Vance, a boy of 17, was captured, but 
was allowed to remain at home. ‘ Yesterday 
a party of fifty men went, under direction of 
the Sheriff, in search of Ed Vance and others 
concerned in the riot. None were found 
except the negro, Martin Malone, who took 
an active part in the riot. He is now in jail. 
No negroes were murdered in the swamps. 
None were shot at, except those resisting ar- 
rest and running out of Vance’s house, nor 
have the blacks about Marion fled in terror.

A CIRCUS IN MERIDIAN TODAY, 
and the streets were crowded with negroes, 
asif nothing had happened. If any of the 
above statements are not correct, the errors 
are so immaterial that they can give no color 
to the case. Ilowever, an affidavit doubt- 
less could be procured to sustain any state- 
ment made herein. The only cause assigned 
for the disturbance is the doctrine taught by 
the Fusionists in the late campaign, for the 
negroes to carry pistols to the polls. After 
the fight, three kegs of powder and a large 
supply of buckshot were foundin Vance’s 
house.

BRADY aND THE 0 ESCAPE. 
The collapse of the star-rqute prosecutions 
has been expected. The frauds and swindles 
perpetrated upon the Government occurred 
during the last three years of Gen. Hayes’ 
term, and during the early weeks of Garfield’s 


Postmaster-General he investigated a large 
number of cases, and, selecting some of the 
more flagrant instances of fraud, bad the 
more prominent actors in them arrested 
and held to bail to answer such findings as 
the grand jury might make. ‘The grand jury 
was to meet in September, and the special 
counsel of the Government were instructed 
and prepared to present the cases before that 
body. The grand jury meton the day pro- 
vided by law. but immediately adjourned 
over to a day in October, and toa date later 
than the time (two years) when by the 
statute of limitations an indictment could 
be found against them on the cases 
upon which they had been held to bail, With 
no grand jury in session, aud none to meet 
until the prosecutions would be barred by 
the statute of limitations, the Government 
officers were forced to resort to the unusual 
course of filing an information, This it 
seems is by law of the District of Columbia 
only allowable in cases declared by law not 
to be infamous. The defense at once moved 
to dismiss the information,”’ and the Court, 
holding the crime charged to be infamous, 
had no other course to follow than to rule 
out the information. As the statute of lim- 
itations has now excluded prosecutions on 
all the cases preferred by the Government, 
whieh include all offenses committed with- 
in two years from the present time, the ac- 
cused go scot-free, and Brady and his asso- 
ciates are holding high revel at Washington 
over the betrayal of the Government. 

The local legal representative of the Gov- 
ernment at Washington is District-Attor- 
ney Corkhill. Necessarily, he had charge 
of the grand jury and thy presentation of 
the cases to them and the obtaining of in- 
dictmemts. Ili is true the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral and the Attorney-General were public 
prosecutors.

But now comes Mr. W. A. Cook, the special 
counsel of the Government, who states, in 
open court, that no suggestion or intimation 
was ever made to himself that the grand jury 
was to adjourn or be adjourned, and that on 
the 11th of September he went from Elberon 
to Washington, where, with Messrs. Brew- 
ster and Bliss, they considered the ease. He 
was again called to Elberon, and on the 15th 
of September, while on the cars to Washing- 
ton, he received the statement that the grand 
jury had adjourned. “ Neither from the Dis- 
trict-Attorney, nor from the grand jury, nor 
from anybody else had there been any notice, 
directly or indirectly, of the proposed re- 
cess.” The jury had remained in session 
only two days, and adjourned from the 14th 
of September to the 3d of October. 

Without charging responsibility upon any 
one, though the public will have no difficulty 
in piacing it where it belongs, there can be 
no question that the Government cases have 
been sadly bungled, lost, and given away, 
and these parties have escaped legal responsi- 
bility for a long series of offenses. 

What is to follow? It is possible that there 
are cases enouglt not barred by the statute 
of limitations which can yet be laid before a 
grand jury in time to secure indietment; in 
such an event the rejoicing of the star-route 
gang may be a little premature, and there 
may yet be some of the guilty ones brought 
to justize. Nevertheless, the country has 
reason to believe that if the Governmegt has 
not been directly betrayed its interest has 
been sadly neglected, and bungled in a man- 
ner which would be disgraceful to legal 
gentlemen of far less eminence and distine- 
tion. 


THE INTERNAL-REVENUE TAXES, 

The movement for the total repeal of the 
internal-revenue system of taxation, which 
threatens to be formidable, is deceptive, in- 
asmuch as it conceals the important distine- 
tion between two classes of taxation which 
are inciuded in this system. ‘The one class 
includes the taxation of whisky and tebacco, 
which oppresses or injures nobody; the other 
class discriminates by assessing certain 
business pursuits which ought not to be 
burdened with taxes except in a fair pro- 
portion with other business pursuits. The 
taxes of this secondclass could be repealed 
without involving any great sacrifice of 
Government revenue, and such a course 
w ould be received with popular approval as 
a measure of justice. These taxes in 1880 
were as follows:

All the above war taxes might be stricken 
off the list with justice, and the revenue from 
internal taxation would still amount to be- 
tween $110,000,000 and $120,000,000 per an- 
num, which, levied upon spirits, fermented 
liquors, and tobacco, is neither discriminat- 
ing nor unjust. But the agitation in favor of 
the total repeai of the internal taxation sys- 
tem is not designed to secure the abandon- 
ment of these unfair and oppressive taxes, 
but to secure the abolition of the very taxes 
which ought to be retained—viz.: the taxes 
on whisky and tobacco. The taxes on bank 
checks, deposits, and capital, on matches, 
patent medicines, perfumery, ete., can be 
repealed just as soon as the Democrats are 
willing to abandon their unreasonable oppo- 
sition to the National banks and their depos- 
itors, and whenever the whisky and tobacco 
interests are willmg to recognize the proper 
distinction between their stuff and the other 
| objects of internal taxation. 

But the proposed repeal of all internal 
taxes is suggested by seifish class interests. 
The whisky ana tobacco manufacturers 
want to get rid ot the taxes on their products, 
80 as to enable them to pocket the tax, The

tobaceo one penny cheaper to the consumers. 
The whisky and tobacco interests in 
the South will be able to sgeure the 
favor of Southern politicians for the 
scheme, in the face of the fact that 
the Government will lose a vast rev- 
renue and the people asa whole will gain 
nothing by the change. The seheme will re- 
ceive encouragement also from the protected 
classes and their Congressional attorneys, 
who apprehend that the surplus revenue will 
lead soon to an aggressive popular move- 
ment for the reduction of tariff taxes. They 
will be willing to sacrifiee over $100,000,000 of 
annual revenue, and extend exemptions to 
whisky and tobacco which no other Govern- 
ment extends, in order to maintain excess- 
ive duties on imported manufactures, and 
thereby assess the people for the benefit of 
certain privileged and protected classes. 
This movement for the repeal of liquor 
and tobacco excises, with the special pur- 
pose of securing free grog and free chewing 
weed, is meeting with general condemnation 
from intelligent men throughout the coun- 
try; but there is one sure way of heading off 
the scheme which has not yet been suffi- 
ciently considered. Instead of repealing the 
tax on whisky, let it be set aside as a Na- 
tional educational fund, to be divided pro 
ta among all the States and Territories for 
maintenance of free public schools. Who 
will dare to propose the repeal of the whisky 
and beer tax when it shall be used for 
such a purpose? It amoynts to more than 
$60,000,000 a year, and is equivalent to 
$6 per family in the Union. Its devotion 
to the support of public schools will remove 
$60,000,000 of direct taxation now assessed 
upon the owners of farms, and city lots, and 
personal property. It will give public 
schools to States which are not now able to 
support them in sufficient numbers, Such 
use of the money-will do away with the 
present surplus revenue which gives the 
whisky men and their attorneys a pretext 
for. demanding a. repeal of the whisky tax. 
The employment of this whisky tax asa 
National educational fund will serve the 
purpose of the tariff men just as well as if it 
were to be abolished altogether, for it will 
no longer stand in their way as surplus reve- 
nue. The politicians can make more capital 
out of such a movement than they can out 
of the proposed repeal of the whisky tax, 
and the people will herald the project as the 
best possible use that can be made of a tax 
which is not oppressive, and the fittest com- 
pensation which the whisky traffic can make 
the country. Whenever the whisky tax 
shall be school revenue, there will be no 
more talk about repealing it. 
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THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL'S DUTIES. 

Some strictures made by Tue Tumor 
upon Attorney-General MacVeagh’s course 
in the Guiteau prosecution and the star- 
route cases have called out the following 
letter: 

To the Editor of The — Tridune, 

West De Pn. Wis., Nov. 6.—Is your position 
entirely tenable in your editorial on the Mac- 
Veagb and Arthur controversy respecting the 
trial of Guiteau? For instance, suppose the 
crime had been committed at Mentor and the 
culprit was in jail at Painesville, being pros- 
ecuted by the District- Attorney of that county, 
would it be proper or ailowabie for the Attorney- 
General of the United States to assume to con- 
duct or advise in the case, even though the 
victim was the President of the United States? 
The crime is murder, and the prosecution as 
well as the court must be in the bands of the 
persons having jurisdiction in the case. With 
regard to the star-foute thieves the caseis a 
borse of another color, and your strictures 
apply. But I guess, when you think of it, you 
will admit your error. C. A. WILLARD. 


The writer of the above letter ignores the 
difference between the jurisdiction of the 
Federal. courts in the District of Columb 
and that of the same courts in the various 
States of the Union, and is apparently un- 
aware of the official character of the Attor- 
ney-General. The United States Govern- 
ment exercises direct and unlimited authort- 
ty over the local affairs of the District of Co- 
lumbia. The National Congress makes the 
laws, the President appoints the Judges and 
prosecuting officers,.and the United States 
Government is the prosecutor in criminal 
cases. The Attorney-General is the chief 
law officer of the United States Government, 
and, as President Arthur is reported to have 
told Mr. MacVeagh in the Cabinet meeting, 
“the statutes of the United States authorize 
the Attorney-General to appear for the Gov- 
ernment at any time, in any Federal court, 
and in any case in which he may deem it his 
duty to do so.”’ Whether this remark was 
made by President Arthur or Secretary 
Blaine in the stormy Cabinet meeting which 
has been described, it is a correct statement 
of the law. 

It may be admitted that in ordinary cases 
ot murder committed and tried in the Fed- 
eral Court of the District of Columbia the 
Attorney-General is warranted in leaving 
the prosecution in the hands of the District- 
Attorney, one of his subordinates. But cer- 
tainly the assasination of the Chief Magis- 
trate of the Nation is an occasion which 
should call out the best ability the Govern- 
ment commands for the prosecution of the 
assasin. It is to be assumed that the best 
ability is to be found in the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, since he is the head of the Gevernment 
Law Department. Even if the President 
had been assasinated at Long Branch, and 
the prosecution of the murderer were tobe 
conducted under the local laws of New Jer- 
sey, we can well conceive it to be the duty 
of the Attorney-General to lend his assist- 
ance, knowledge, and experience in the 
preparation of the case, and cannot imagine 
that the local prosecutor would refuse his 
aid. But as Guiteau’s case is prosecuted 


and by Federal law officers, certainly the 
Attorney-General ought to take an active 
personal interest and direction in the case, 
and there is no question of State-sovereignty 
to interfere with such a course. 

It appears, moreover, from the proceedings 
of the Cabinet meeting on this subject, as 
they have been given to the public, that At- 
torney-General MacVeagh had not even 
taken steps to appoint assistant counse! for 
the prosecution of Guiteau, and it was not 
until President Arthur had pointed out to 
him that the statutes made it his express 
duty as Attorney-General to select such coun- 
sel that he moved in the matter. He pro- 
posed to leave the whole case in the hands of 
District-Attorney Corkhill to succeed or fail, 
as the result might be, without any advice or 
assistance from the head of the Law Depart- 
ment. Itis said that the President himself 
suggested Judge John K. Porter,of New 
York, and Mr. Walter Davidge, of Washing- 
ton, as associate counsel, and directed that 
they should be assigned to assist the District- 
Attorney. Mr. MacVeagh ought to have 
dove this of his own motion, and would have 
taken some such step if he had entertained 
a proper understanding of his duty and a 
proper interest in the prosecution of the 
President’s murderer. 

The fact seents to be that MacVeagh is a 
sort of fussy, politicai “‘esthete,”’ and we 
fear that he is even “more bilious than he 
looks.“ He does not appear to have under- 
taken a practical, common-sense, and hard- 
working administration of the law depart- 
ment of the Government. The exposure of 
the star-route frauds and the assasination of 
the President both oceurred under his ad- 
ministration, and there is abundant evidence 
that President Arthur desired him to retain 
the office of Attorney-General till the prose- 
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of the Government in in prosecuting the 
of the Chief Magistrate, and he seems to have 
abandoned the star-route cases entirely into 
the hands of outside counsel. If his conception 
of the duties and responsibilities of the At- 
torney-General be correct, then the Govern- 
ment can very well afford to dispense with 
that office altogether, and Mr. MacVeagh is 
not the kind of lawyer the Government needs 
to watch over its interests under any title.

THE GERMAN ELBCTIONS. 

The second elections in the German Em- 
pire have only served to strergthen the Lib- 
eral ranks still turther, end thus increase the 
opposition to the reactionary policy of Bis- 
marck, who looked for his support to the Con- 
servatives, or, moré properly, Tory party, 
reinforced by the Ceutre or Ultramontane 
group. So bitter is the disappointment of 
the Chancellor that he has again uttered his 
threat of resignation. That menace has be- 
come memoria! and somewhat monotonous. 
In the past it has had its effect, for the Ger- 
man people have teared to let the great 
Premier, who has done so much for German 
unity, resign his position and trust the Em- 
pire to a new and untried man, and it will 
probably have its effect again, though the 
German press are criticising the well-known 
threat with more boldness than ever before, 
and some of the more influential papers de- 
clare that the time has come when there is 
no other alternative than absolute su bmis- 
sion or the dissolution of the Reichstag. 

To understand the positionin which Bis- 
marek finds himself it is necessary to under- 
stand the composition of parties and the 
issues which entered into the recent contest, 
The first condition is almost hopeless, as 
many of the factions are composed upon 
metaphysical bases, and in voting have no 
consideration for national issues, but vote to 
satisfy their own personal and*incompre 
hensible grievances. The relations of the 
three great parties, however—the Liberals, 
Conservatives, and Ultramontanes—are clear- 
ly drawn. The Conservatives are the natural 
supporters of Bismarck, as they demand that 
the influence of the Crown shall be superior 
to that of the Parliament, and draw their 
strength from the nobility, the army and 
navy, officeholders, and certain glasses of 
the peasantry. They are Prussian rather 
than German in feeling. The Ultramontanes 
are struggling for the right of the 
Roman Catholic Church, and nothing 
else, and this element of the Reichs- 
tag Bismarck sought to gain over in 
his recent“ journey to Canossa,“ with what 
success, however, remains to be seen in the 
future. The Liberals occupy an antagonistic 
position, for they would increase the power 
of the Parliament at the expense of the 
Crown. They are divided into numerous 
factions, which represent all shades of Lib- 
eralism, even down to Communism, the two 
prominent factions being the Secessionists, 
who are advanced Liberals, and the Pro- 
gressists, who are struggling for a form of 
Parliamentary institutions based very closely 
upon the English. Against Bismarck are 
arrayed the Liberals of all shades; with him 
are the Conservatives; uncertain stand the 
Ultramontanes. 

The issues involved in the election ome 
questions of internal economic reform. 80 
far as the Empire goes, Bismarck has 


united it strongly and broadly, and he has 


still further guaranteed it with a powerful 
army and navy, and strong defensive al- 
liances, so that it is exposed to no danger 
from without, while in reality it dictates the 
policy of Europe. Having settled the Empire, 
which was the crowning work of his life, he 
next set his heart upon great economic re- 
forms. He entered upon these about three 
years ago, introducing first his pro- 
tective tariff, and following it up with 
the transference of certain railways to the 
Prussian Government, anda recommendation 
to the other German States to follow the 
same course. His next move was tax re- 
form, and as a part of this scheme his pur- 
pose is to ask the country to grant the Gov- 
ernment the monopoly of the manufacture 
and sale of tobacco, and with the increased 
revenue to grant assistance to workingmen 
in case of accident and their families in case 
of death. This purpose he incorporated in 
the Workingmen’s Accident Insurance bill, 
which contemplated the organization of an 
Imperial State society, which should insure 
all classes of workingmen against the results 
of accident or death upon certain conditions. 
This bill was introduced at the last_ session 
of Parliament, but was defeated by the Lib- 
erals, helped by the Progressists and Social- 
ists. These measures he intends reintro- 
ducing in the new Parliament, and with 
them another bill asking for State assist- 
ance to the aged and infirm of the 
poorer classes. It is upon these measures 
that the election was fought, and their safety 
is again imperiled. It is little wonder, 
then, that he should view the result with the 
keenest disappointment and again confront 
the German people with the threat of resig- 
nation. It places them in the position where 
they must sacrifice their opposition or sacri- 
fice their Chancellor. As the latter has the 
sympathy of the Emperor there is not much 
danger that they will allow him to resign or 
cripple his influence. He has done too much 
for Germany, and whatever repugnatice they 
mey feel towards his acts will ultimately be 
overcome by their pride in the man. 


Some six months ago it was announced in 
some of the New York papers that one Paget 
Higgs, an Englishman living io that city, had 
made a great improvement in M. Faure’s method 
of storing up electric energy.

THE EARHART SUICIDE. 


Strange Statement from the Woman 
in the Case~"@h, I Leve Mim Metter 
than My Life; He’s the Only Friend 
I Ever HMad!"—Au Interview with 
Capt. Earhart. 

Cincinnati Enquirer, . 

The old Roman poet said, Hear the other 
side,” so when the Enquirer yesterday morn- 
ing contained a Marietta dispatch announ- 
cing the suicide of Mrs. Capt. Nat Earhart on 
account of domestic trouble—that a Miss 
Lillie V. Hampton, of this city, had 
weaned her husband from hia marital 
duty—an Enquirer reporter was dis 
patched to hunt the disturbing element up 
and make her materialize. It was learned 
that she had rented a house at the west end 
of the city on the 3ist of October, but the 
lady who answered the bell said she was not 
in; had gone away early in the morning. At 
alate hour last evening she was found at 
home, having spent the day at Burnet Woods 
Park reflecting on the sad affair, She said 
that through the advice of her physician, Dr, 
L. C. Carr, she had refused to see any re- 
porter, as she was under treatment for heart- 


disease, but by ways and means known only 


to ourselves she finally consented to place 
her statement before the readers of the 
Enquirer. 

Miss Hampton is no voluptuous beauty 
with rolling black eyes, nor is there very 
much about her characteristic of the voluptu- 
ous climes of Southern Europe—or Northern 
Africa, either. Her hands are neither plump 
nor dimpled, but long, lean, and tapering; 
her form lithe and willowy. Flumpness and 
rotundity she lacks. Her eyes are not black, 
but blue, though when animated they be- 
come dark. Her skin is fair, though her 
face bears traces of eczema, Her mouth is 


small and her features regular, and her 
Te appearance would indicate her to

a country girl, neither plump, luscieus, 
npr buxom, but tall, lank, and Jean. 

er hair was black and banged in 
front, and her manners lady-like and en- 
tirely devoid of brazen style. She 
possesses a fine flow of language, and, as the 
reporter entered the dining-room where she 
was seated by the glowing embers of a cheer- 
ful fire, she exclaimed; “Oh, I cannot talk. 
As God is my judge this was not my work, 1 
would give my life if I could bring that 
woman back. Those poor children. My 
God!

AN EARLY BLAZE.

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A Man Confesses to the Murder of His 
Wife Twenty-one Wears Ago. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Darron, O., Nov. 10.—An Indianapolis 
woman a few days ago wrote to the Chief of 

Police of this city informing him that a man 

named Patrick McQueen, while under the 

influence of liquor, had made a confession 
to her that he had murdered his wife 
in Dayton twenty-one years ago. The 
cause he assigned for committing the 
deed was that he had discovered his wife to 
be unfaithful to him, and in a passion he had 
shot and killed her. Today it has been dis- 
covered the shooting took place in the 
spring of 1860.

The Million Dollar Deed for the For- 
syth Tract Put on Record. 

Yesterday morning at 10 o’clock a special 
train pulled out of the West Side Union 
Depot bound for Crown Point, Ind. There 
were on board Mr. and Mrs. Jacob Forsyth, 
Mr. J. R. Doolittle Jr., Mr. A. B. Mason, Mr. 
W. G. Green, and Mr. Gulliver, of the firm 
of Alexander & Green, New York. The 
object ot the trip was to complete the pur- 
chase of the Forsyth tract of 8,00 acres, just 
across the State line, on which is to be erect- 
ed the new suburban town of East 
Chicago, which is to be the starting 
‘point of the Belt-Line Road. The 
‘purchasers, represented by Mr. Green, 
gave Mr. Forsyth a certified check for 
$333,333.34, being one-third of the purchase 
money—$1,000,000. Mr. Forsyth then gave 
the syndicate—-the East Chicago Improve- 
ment Company, a New Jersey corporation— 
a deed to the property, and took from them a 
mortgage to secure the notes for the remain- 
der of the purchase money, which are paya- 
ble in one, two, three, four, and five years, 
with the privilege of paying in full at any 
time they see fit within the five years. After 
the deed and mortgage were recorded by 
the County Clerk of Lake County, Indiana, 
the party returned to thecity. ‘They left last 
night for Indianapolis. 

This is the first practical step in the East 
Chicago scheme, about which so mueh has 
been said during the last few months. This 
payment of $333,383.34 lifts it at once out of 
the domain of fancy into the realm of fact. 
The money has evidently been secured by 
the sale of bonds to the English parties, ar 
advances have been made by Green & Alex- 
ander, of New York, and the next step 
will be letting of the contracts 

of the Belt-Line 
will probably be done 
within a comparatively short period. It is 
understood be the intention of 
the managementto push the construction 
at once, as tar as the severity of the weather 
will allow.

when the other lines were making rates on a 
20-cent basis was generally construed asa 
sign of weakening on the part of Van- 
derbilt, and it was, therefore, béleved 
that he had finally consented to 
give up the tight, and assent to the re- 
establishment of uniform and profitable 
rates. The announcement made last even- 
ing that all the trunk lines had agreed to ad- 
vance the west-bound rates from Boston, New 
York, and Philadelphia seemed to confirm 
the rumors that the trunk-line Presidents 
had come to an amicable arrangement. 

Later intelligence, however, revealed the 
fact that no meeting of the trunk-line Presi- 
dents had taken place, and no arrangement 
had been made between them. The rumors 
that peace had been reéstablished arose from 
the fact that orders were given by all the 
Eastern trunk-lines to advance west-bound 
rates next Monday as follows: New York 
to Chicago—First class, 60 cents r 100 
pounds; second elass, 50 cents; third class, 
40 cents; and fourth class 2 cents. 
Boston to Chicago—First class, 60 
cents: second class, 50 cents; third class, 
40 cents; fourth class, 28 cents. Philadel- 
phia to Chicago: First class, 54 cents; sec- 
ond class, 45 cents; third class, 38 cents; 
fourth class, 26 cents. This is an advance of 
15 cents first class, 12 cents second class, 10 
cents third class, and 8 cents fourth class. 
Corresponding advances in rates on west- 
bound traflic from interior points were also 
ordered, 

This advange in west-bound rates, how- 
ever, was not the result of concerted action 
on the part of the Eastern trunk lines. It 
was brought about in the same manper as 
the first advance in east-bound rates. The 
Pennsylvania took the initiative and made 
the above rates yesterday morning independ- 
ent of other lines. As soon as its action be- 
caine known the Vanderbilt and other lines 
speedily followed suit. As far as east-bound 
rates are concerned the situation re- 
mains the same as heretofore. The 
anti-Vanderbilt roads still refuse to adopt 
the rates made by the Vanderbilt lines last 
Monday, and continue to charge 20 cents on 
grain and 25 cents ou provisions, Chicago to 
New York, and as far as can be learned 
none of them have any intention of adopting 
the 25 and 30 cent rate made by the Vander- 
bilt lines. The latter had expected that their 
competitors would follow them in the ad- 
vance of rates, and their failure to do so has 
placed the Vanderbilt roads in an awkward 
position. They cannot possibly charge five 
cents per 100 pounds more than their com- 
petitors, but they feel reluctant to go back 
to former rates, as this would show weak- 
ness. Still, it is openly charged by the anti- 
Vanderbilt roads that the Vanderbilt ones 
are not 3 the rates estab- 
lished by them last Monday, and 
are taking business at even less 
than a cent rate on grain. It is claimed 
that during the last few days they have made 
heavy contracts at 20 cents on provisionsand 
15 cents on grain. The Pennsylvania and 
Baltimore & Ohio are now investigating 
whether there is any truth in these reports, 
and, if they find out that they are true, it is 
claimed they will at once order an open re- 
duction in rates to those at which the Van- 
derbilt roads have taken the contracts, 

It is generally conceded that it will not be 
possible at present.to make a higher rate 
than 20 cents on grain, Chicago New 
York, as shipments are unusually light, ship- 
pers claiming to be unable to send forwar 
at these rates even, there being no Eastern 
demand. 

The alacrity with which Vanderbilt 
adopted the new west-bound rates of the 
Pennsylvania and giis attempt to induce the 
roads not controlled by him to make an ad- 
vance in east-bound rates to prohibitive fig- 
ures shows, however, that he has lost much 
of his backbone, and de is even more anxious 
to secure high rates than his competitors.

A reporter called yesterday afternoon on 
Mr, Francis A. Riddle, one of the corporators 
of the Chicago Railway & Transfer Com- 
pany, for the purpose of obtaining informa- 
tion regarding the plans of the organization.

Gen. Gordon's Georgia Pacific Bail- 
road Project. 

The New York Times has the following 
regarding the formation of a new route to be 
known as the Georgia Pacific, which is to 
run from the South Atlantic seaboard to the 
Pacific coast via the Southern Pacific. 


The Hon. A. H. Colquitt, Governor of Georgia, 
and Gen. John B. Gordon are at the St. James 
Hotel. in this city, and are on busivess con- 
nected with a new line of railroad through the 
South to be known as the Georgia Pacitic Raili- 
way Company. For a long time the project of a 
railroad across the southern tion of this con- 
tinent, intersecting the Southern tier of States, 
and estavlishing through transportation tiom 
the Pacific coast to the Southern Atlantic sea- 
board, bas been talked of, and at last bas been 
put in operation by the letting out of the con- 
tracts for the tirst 500 miles of the route. The 
road in question—the Georgia Pacific Railway 
is virtually an extension ef the well-known 
Richmond and Danville Road, and, as pro- 
jected, its tracks will run through an im- 
mensly rich tract of territory. mong the 
richest of the exhibits shown this yeur at the 
Atlanta Cotton Exbibition were specimens of 
coal and fron, cotton, and woods taken from the 
territory adjacent to the projected line of the 
new Georgia Pacific Railway Compauy. an eu- 
terprise which is looming up as one dt the big- 
gest railroading schemes, as regards the devel- 
oping of valuable territory, since the laying of 
the tracks of the Union Pacific road across the 
continent. The Georgia Pacific, it is contidently 
asserted by its projectors, is destined to be the 
great route for the transportation of Southern 
products and for passenger traffic between the 
Southeastern States and the great West, besides 
being a most 2 agent in the developing 
of the mineral wealth of Alabama, to which the 
attentuon of caps Bas been of late 80 
imperatively called. The will form the 
western connec tion of the line known as the Rich- 
mond & Danville Road and connections, which 
extend through 2,000 miles of territory from 
Washington, in the District of Columbia, to 
Atlanta, Ga., with various branches in the Caro- 
linas. Five bundred miles of this connection— 
the Georgia Pacific Railway—have been already 
contracted for and are now in process of con- 
struction, extending from Atlanta west to Bir- 
mingbam, Ala., through what has beeu pro- 
nounced by competent authority to be a coal 
and iron region not surpassed by any in the 
United States. Birmingham will be a junction 
for connecting roads South and North; from 
this point the Georgia Pacific as projected and 
surveyed will traverse the State of Alabama in 
a westerly direction, passing through Columbus 
or Aberdeen, in Mississippi, near the line divid- 
ing the States of Alabama and Mississippi, and 
thence through Greenville or Arkansas City, 
where the 3 River will de cross- 
ed, to Texarkana, its terminus, and there 
connections will be made with the 
Texas Pacific Road direct to El Paso and

way between Nashville, Teas., and Vicksburg, 
Miss. It has not yet been decisively determnied 
whether the road will pass through Greenville 
and Columbus, Miss., or, turning north, benefit 
Aberdeen and Arkansas City, in the same State.

benefit. The Georgia Pacific Koad brings these 
nelds to within 110 miles of Atlanta, and at a lit- 
tle longer distance gives them a market in 
Greenville and cities west, besides opening a 
natural and easy route to the Mississippi River, 
and thence to New Orleans and contiguous 
cities in Mississippi which at present and here- 
tofore have relied for their supplies of fuel on 
the coalfieids of distant Pennsylvania through 
Pittsburg. A direct line east and west, avoiding 
the former circuitous routes north through 
Kentucky to St. Louis and thence west by the 
Central Pacific, bas been long an obvious need, 
and this the new road, running due west, is cal- 
culated to supply. The prejected road will pass 
through the heart of the Black Warrior aud 
Little Warrior coalfleids, and the Coosa Kiver 
coal territory. That a monopoly of the coal - 
transporting interests promises seems evidenced 
by the nearnessof communication which will be 
established to the chief cities of Georgia and the 
two Carolinas, and by the route projected which 
makes possible air-line traffic through the South 
from the Pacific coast co the South Atlantic 

rts. 

It is expected that the carrying capacities of 
the Georgia Pacific Road, as soon as operated, 
will be taxed to their utmost, as it is asserted 
that cities along its route will be supplied with 
fuel atas much as a one-half decrease of the 
present rates. Atlanta will be supplied with 
coal and iron, it is asserted, at one-baif what is 
being paid today, tbus directly encouraging 
manufacture by steam. To New Orieans the 
route, by rail and river, will be reduced to 600 
to 700 miles, as against that traversed by the 
present supplies from Pittsburg, 2,000 miles dis- 
tant. The coal in the belts mentioned is bitu- 
minous and of the same nature as the Pittsburg 
product. The work on the line which is now be- 
ing performed is under contract to the Rich- 
mond and Ddnville Construccon Company, a 
corporation chartered by the State of New Jer- 
sey and mainly impelled by Northern capital. 
Memphis and Vicksburg, it is said by the man- 
agers of the new road. will find their supplies 
materially cheapened by their transportation by 
this route. Manufacturing interests in the ad- 
jacent States of North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Mississippi, and Arkansas, as well as Georgia, 
will, it is claimed, receive a fresh impetus 
through the promised development of new and 
cheaper facilities for fuel. Apart from the pre- 
dictions of other experts who have ne over 
the regions pierced by the new line, Dr. Little, 
State Geologist of Georgia, gives bis support to 
the statement that here has been surprised a 
territory richer in cogl than any other within bis 
knowledge in the United States.

ANNEXATION OF CANADA 


From a British Potnt of View—Benefit 
Such Union Weuld Be to Great Brit« 
ain in Produc.ng a Friendiler Senti- 

ment Among Americans for the “Oid 

Country -A Gain in Diplomatic Re- 

lations and in Political Feeling. 

London Pall Mati Gazette, Oct. 22. 

The following is a sequel to the letter on 
the probable destiny of Canada published in 
last week’s issue of the Gazette: 

There is one consideration conuected with the 

bable future absorption of Canada by the 
nited States which may perbaps not be with- 
out interest for those Englishmen who are not 
wholly blinded and carried away by imperialist 
infatuation. That consideration is the :mpor 
tance of ay Americanized Canuda as a link be- 
tween ourseives and the States, a bond of friend- 
ship to unite even more closely the two 
divisions of the English-speaking people. It is 
probable that at the present time sympathy be- 
tween Engiand and America runs b rthanat 
any 83 period. Still, the manner in which 
the United States originally separated from En- 
gland has left beuſud ita long lingering feeling of 
alienation on the part of the Ame ricans—a feei- 
ing which we indeed have for — years 
ceased to share, but which is naturally k 
alive by bistorical associatiors on the other s 

of the Atlantic. Until the great War of Seces- 

sion, the one salient event in the American an- 

nals was the Revoludonary struggle; the on 

minor episodes were the small warof 1413 and 
the occasional quarreis over the northern 
boundary. it was amusing to hear a Boston 
cab-driver on Bunker Hill expatiate to an En- 
glish visitor on the way in which the young Re- 
public finaily licked the Britisher, with a full 
expectation that the Englishman's sympathies 
would go ip the same way as bis own—which, in 
fact, they usually did. But the manner of the 
disruption was unfortunate, not merely in the 
hostile feeling which it left behind, but also in 
the complete breach of continuity which it 
made in the social connection between the two 
countries. The one error of the forcibié at- 
tempt to retain them in unwillmg obedience un- 

did almost ali the good which might have been 

expected from the kindly filial relauous of two 

centuries. 
Now, if at any future time Canada were quietly 

and peaceably of her own free will to join the 
Union, much of the barm thus done might at 
last be ave Canada would leave us, not 
only with no ill feeling, but with every sense uf 
atfection and Canadians are notice- 
able for a certain exaggerated personal loyaity 
towards the royal family of Kugland, tow 

the old country as a whole, and towards the in- 

stitutions of the Empire—loyaity of a fervor 

such as is almost extinct in Britain itself. It 
they became citizens of the United States they 
would take over to their new country 5,000,000 of 

Americans, bound to Ameriva by every tie of 

interest and commerce, but firmly attached in 

sentiment to the old country. The value to us 
of 5,000,000 American citizens who were also 
well-wishers to England wou$d in itself de in- 
calculable; but that would not be all. in- 
tercourse between Canada and the States is al- 
ready very considerabie and very friendly; when 
the Canadians were all Americans it would 
come closer and more intimate still. 
Every Cunadian who settied on what ts now 
the o side of the border would become a 
centre for the dissemination of philo- Britannic 
ideas among the born Americans around him. 
Even now it is noticeable that the feeling of 
Americans towards England and Canada is most 
friendly along the border towns—there is littie 
or no spread-eagieism, little talk about sending 
off the British lion with his tail between his 
legs, ia Detrait,or Niagara, or Rochester, or 
even Portiand. Community of interest and 
daily intercourse have made Americans of 
the border more kindiy disposed towards their 
English neighbors than is the case in Washing- 
ton or Phiiadelphia. if Canada was all Aweri- 
f trade ed freely from New 

to Toronto, and from CUbicago to Montreal; 
if Canadians, taught from their childbvod 
to love and respect England, were 
brought into daily contact. with their 
fellow-citizens, whose traditions were less 
favorable to friendliness, there can be little 
doubt that the general tone of America to- 
wards England would be even more generous 
and bearty than it is at this moment. Nor is it 
probabie that a peaceable and mutually friend- 
ly separation would produce at all

ever a cause of dispute with this coun- 
try is engaging the American mind. It is 
a fact that those Irishmen who go to Canada al- 
most always lose their animosity to England, 
and become merged in general Canadian 

pulation. By union of Canada with the 
tates we should thus obtain two benefits at 
once; we should add to the population of the 
States a friendly Canadian element to counter- 
act the hostile Irish element, and we should in- 
troduce a body of Irishmen into America who 
are not pleased to seek a cause of qusrrei with 
us, and who mant help to moderate the zeal of 
their fellow-countrymen, especially as soon as 
remedial legisiation begins to produce 
fruit in Ireland itself. considerations for 
securing the friendship of the only other great 
industrial and non-miiitary nation in the world 
are surely as well worth our attention as any 
impossible schemes of imperial federation or 
other impracticable plans for governing the 
universe by telegraph from Downing street.

THE CITY’sS HEALTH. ‘ 
NO FOUSDATION FOR THE TALK ABOUT AN EPI- 

DEMIC OF DISEASE—WHY THE DEATH-RATE IS 

HIGH. 

Health Commissioner De Wolf, in an inter- 
view with a reporter yesterday, stated that there 
was no foundation in fact for the talk about the 
great spread of zymotic diseases and a threat- 
ened epidemic this winter. The Geatb-rate for 
the year was high, and would undoubtedly con- 
tinue so during the year, but it was his opinion 
that the deatb-rate in cities of 100,000 inhab- 
itants or more would be at least three or fourin 
a thousand greater than last year. This high 
rate was general all over the country, but es- 
pecially high in the larger cities. As 
to the cause of all this, Dr. De 
Wolf could not pretend to say, but 
in Chicago there were special causes for it. ia 
the first place, the population bas been largely 
increased, and something like 50,000 was his es- 
timate of the people who have sought living ac- 
commodations in the city during the year. Many 
of these were obliged to put up with very 
meagre quarters in the poorer parts of the city. 
Iu the next piace, Chicago is below the surface 
of the lake, save where it bas been artificially 
raised, and is a great quagmire, destitute of the 
native, rank vegetation which is nature's 
corrective for the miasma of swamps. The 
ground surface is covered with houses, 
which shut out nature's purifiers—suniight 
and fresh air. Thezymotic diseases, especially 
smali-pox, had also increased the death-rate, 
and though a large — — of the people were 
protected effectually from its ravages by vacci- 
pation there was 

A SINGULAR OPPOSITION TOWARDS VACCINE 
by residents hailing from the northern countries 
of Europe. . This city is the objective point of a 
very large number of the immigrauts who in- 
tend to settle in the West, and if they bave any 
disease amongst them it is impossible for the 
health otheers to disceverit, except in individual 
cases, where it is outwardly manifest. Many 
escaped the vigilance of the officers ou duty at 
the depots, and were taken home and secreted 
by friends. 

There were also, Dr. De Wolf confessed, a 
numberof deaths from typhoid and malarial 
fevers, but many which occurred at the hospi- 
tals should not be imputed tothe eity, but to 
the county. The approach of winter would be 
apt to put a quietus upon typhoid. Should, 
perchance, the winter be a very severe one, a 
very large death-rate among children might be 
anticipated, owing to the crowded and un- 
bealthy condiuon of the Fifth, Seventh, Eighth, 
and Fourteenth Wards particularly. . 

Ir order to secure and preserve the best sani- 
tary conditions possibie, under the circum- 
stances, the Doctor thought that every man 
owning or occupying a house should become a 
heaith officer ou bis own account, and seek the 
aid of the Heaith Department only when he ran 
against some obstacie. The Health Department 
was not capable of doing everything, as the 
money appropriated was insufficient to 
do the work as well as it should 
be done. During the summer ouly 
seventy teams were employed iu haulin 
the garbage from the city to the dumping an 
burial grounds beyond Humboldt Park, when 
upwards of 100 were actually necessary. In con- 
ciusion, Dr. De Wolf was of the opinion that the 
city should have at least ten competent medical 
mento superintend vacciaation in all quar- 
ters of the city, and that from $10,000 to $15,000, 
which of course could not possibly be obtained, 
migut be Judiciously spent in the prosecution of

THE LAST BOGUS DIVORCE. 
MR. MILLER’S BILL AGAINST HIS WIFE—-SOME 
QUEER OCCURRENCES. 

If it is possible to get at the true inwardness 
of the way in which the decree of divorce was 
obtained in the case of Jobn A. Miller against 
his wife, Addie A. Miller, which Judge Jameson 
set aside Wednesday, as noted in THz TRIBUNE 
of yesterday, it is thought that some very pe- 
culiar proceedings will be developed in the 
actions of Miller and some of his friends.

Miller's attorney toid a reporter of THe Tars- 
UNE yesterday that his clieut was an engineer 
on the lakes, but that he had an interest of sume 
kind in Texas, and that under the supposition 
that Mrs. Miller would op every step of the 
proceedings be had toid Miller to attend to his 
affairs in ‘Texas during the winter, and the case

UNDERGROUND WIRES. 
SOME OF THE PROVISIONS OF ALD. CULLERTON’S 
ORDINANCE. 

Ald. Cullerton introduced ina the Council last 
Monday night an ordinance to prevent the an- 


‘noyance which is evidentiy going to arise from 


the tearing-up of the streets for the purpose of 
laying underground telegraph wires or cables. 
Mention was made of it at the time 
in the report of the Council proceed- 
ings, but its provisions were not 
given in detail. A careful examination 
of the third section seems to indicate that the 
ordinance is one which, if passed with that sec- 
tion in, may nullify, for the time being at least, 


the direction of the Council that no more tele- 
graph wires shall be strung on poles. It is pro- 
vided that, iu order to prevent ali unecessary 
interference with the streets, no wire or cabie 
shall be laid underground until tne same 
has been satisfactorily demonstrated to the City 
Council of Chicago, or its committee, to be of 
“an approved, practical, and durable kind or 
description.“ 

It is suggested, in view of the opposition of 
the Western Union to putting its wires under- 

round, which it will be required to 

0 under the city ordinance by 
May, 1883, that this ordinance bas 
been prepared and introduced in the interest of 
that company. It is sugwested that, with the 
opposition of the Western Union, it will be very 
difficult to convince the Council that any partic- 
ular wire or cable is practical and durable; and, 
untortunately, there are few here who have 
had an experience with underground 
cables. early all the experiments made 
with them have been made abroad. It is Euro- 
pean electricians who are competent witnesses 
in favor of them, and it is considered doubtful 
whether the Western Union would bring them 
bere for the purpose of proving that any partic- 
ular line was a practical and durabie one. It is 
questioned by some, too, whether it is wise to 
make the Council, which is not composed of 
electricians to any great extent, a Judge of the 
practicability or durability of any line. It 
might lead the members into temptations which 
might overcome them. 

The suggestion is also made that the fourth 
section is leveled at the Mutual Union, which 
has laid a little wire, and which is now negotiat- 

the Mayor about the terms on which it 
lay more. The section provides 
no street in which underground 
wires or cables dave been placed. or may bere- 
after be placed, shail be dug up or interfered 
with along the route in which they are laid 
after the wires have n put or placed therein. 
Since the ordinance ntem plates a permanent 
conduit, this provision would de all right for 
any wires hereafter to be laid, but 
it would be amu if it were 80 
interpreted as to proWde that the Mutual 
Union, after having laid some of its line and 
Andi a failure in it, could not dig up the 
street for the purpose of mending a break, but 
would have to let that portion of its line go, and 
construct, instead of it, the permunent conduit 
contemplated by the ordinance.

How te Get Prompt and Arcurate Reports of 
American and European Crops. 


The Inter-State Agricultural Convention as- 
gembied again yesterday afternoon in the Di- 
rectors’ roow of the Exposition Building, Pres- 
ident John W. Porter in the cbair. 

The first business to come before the conven- 
tion was the reception of the reportof the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions, appointed at the first 
day's session. The committee reported and rec- 
ommended the adoption of the following: 

Resolved, Toat this convention, composed of 
delegates from the Boards of Agriculture of the 
eee grain apd stuck-producing States of 

the West , does unanimously adopt the following 
‘reso 


“(1 tons: we believe'the time has fully come 
when the interests of business demand that 
each Of our States should obtain and publish 

prompt and accurate information as to the con- 
Bion of each of the lending crops month by 
month during the growing season of the year, 
as well as the approximate total of each as soon 
as possible after it is matured; and that a con- 
densed summary of such intormation should be 
given by ——— to our daily papers through 
the Associated Press and newspaper corrce- 
spondents as soon as the total footings and esti- 
mates can be obtained and in advance of the 
publication of the complete report in the usual 
mphiet form. 

» That we will use our best endeavors with 
the — Boards and Legislatures of our 
own — Stutes to secure the neces- 
sary logialacion M to secure the 
greatest efficiency success in this work in ail 
our States. 

„ That uniformity of plan and concert of 
action in this matter will secure by far the most 
valuable results; and, therefore, while we fully 
ey the varying local. circumstances ia 
the different States, yet we recommend 


THE FOLLOWING GENERAL PLAN 

for such States as bave not yet undertaken the 
work—viz.: That the Secretary ot Agriculture in 
each State obtain through the aid of members 
of the Board of Agricviture, or through officers 
of County Grangers’ or Farmers’ clubs, or such 
other meuns as be may deem best, the name 
of a wide-awake,. intelligent, and inftiuential 
Turwmer in each township, or. at least, several in 
each county, to act regularly as crop reporters, 
giving estimates month by month, and that 
through them the finai estimate of cereals be 
made from actual figures from the thrashbing- 
machines, obtained by means of blanks fur- 
nished to the thrasbers for the purpose. 

(4) That the prompt consolidadon and publi- 
cution ot these monthly reports from different 
States can be best accomplished through the 
National Department of Agriculture, and we 
recommend that all important final footings ia 
each State be telegraphed to the Commissioner 
at Wasbington not later than tune Sth day of 
each month of the growing and harvesting sea- 


gon. 

“(5) That an Executive Committee be ap- 
pointed to attend the National Convention 
called by Dr. Loring, United States Commis- 
sioner of 12 and to be held in Was- 
ington the week of January, 1882; aud 
that said committee be authorized, u consulta- 
tion with Commissioner Loring, to arrange all 
details necessary to harmonize work in the 
State and National Departments, and render it 
more efficient. and especially to prepare blanks 
to be used in common by all the States in this 
monthiy statistical work. 

“ (6) That in order to determine the fair mar- 
ket value of the annual grain and meat prod- 
ucts of the United States it is necessary to ob-

free list. The tirst effect of a repeal of the

not capable of turning out much more steel 
than they now find a market for. The vast 
orders that would be sent to Great Brituin for 
steel rails could not be filled, and the 
prices there would bound up at once 
to the exact point where the English and 
American mills could supply the demand, 
which would probably be $5 to $8 per ton 
under the present American prices—not 
more. That would be alf the reduction the 
railroad companies would secure at first. 
The English would build new steel-mills and 
enlarge the old ones as fast as possible, and 
as fast as their productive power increased 
the competition with the American steel- 
mills would become sharper, and the prices 
of rails would decline. The weaker Ameri- 
can mills would go to the wall, while the 
stronger ones, planted in the vicinity of 
cheap coal and ore, would continue to run 
and make a fair profit in spite of English

Biue-Biocoded Dogs—Im ported Setters 
That Seil for as Much as $2,000 a 


Head. 

Wilmington (Del.) News. 

Within the past haif-dozen years there has 
grown up among sportmg-men and geatiemen 
of leisure a strange fancy.for imported or biue- 
blooded setter dogs. There are mauy of the im- 
proved species in the kenueis ot Wiimington 
geutiemen, Ahe majority of the imported dogs 
come from the extensive keunels of Sir Per- 
ceival Liewellin, à member of the British peer- 
uke, Who has acquired fame and fortune by de- 
voting bis atteution exclusively to the improve- 
ment in the breed of setter dogs. The animals are 
brought directly to this country, generally to 
New York,in some cases to Philadelphia, and 
there purchased through agents by sportsmen. 
The prices paid, in many cases, are astunisbingly 
large, ranging in a few known instances, as bigh 
as $2,000 fora single setter. One thousand dol- 
lars, however, is considered a high tigure, the 
latter sum, it is said, having been paid by a gen- 
tlemau in this city for a noble specimen ot the 
biuest blood. The imported dogs have many 
points of superiority over the native animals, 
differing as much from each otber as the triined 
racer from the country road-horse. Hive bivod 
is strong and fleet of limb, has long. fine hair, 
with a tendency to crisp at the ends, well 
colored, whatever that means, and is war- 
ranted to watch his game, rain or shine, 
twice as long as the native speci- 
men. There are at least half a dozen 
imported setters in the possession of parties in 
this city, each of which cost over $300. The best - 
known man in the United States in this line is 
Rene Martin, the dog-trainer. Martin was 
formeriy a butcher, but the instinct born within 
bim was too strong, and he — drifted into 
his natural sphere. Asatrainer of setter dogs, 
bis charges, varying from $100 to $200, are a little 
extravagant, but the owner of the pup can rest 
assured that when he graduates from Martin's 
careful and painstaking bands he is accom- 
plished in the bigbest degree. Martin's pian is 
simple. As soon as the gunning season opens 
he takes his dogs to some seciuded bunting- 
ground in the South. There he establishes bim- 
self and his pupils. Every day he bunts, going 
out early in the morning and returning only 
afterdark. At the end of the season his dogs 
have completed their educanon.

The explosion of the Mechanis Bank, of New- 
ark, N. J., by which its former friends and de- 
positors must lose some $2,400,000, gives a very 
practical turn to the dfseussions among the 
Directors and officers of banks all over the 
country. Frequent reference is made to it in 
financial circles here. Inacity where almost 
every man has his hands full, and more: than 
full, of pressing business, the management of 
banks like that of the Newark concern is too apt 
to be left almost exclusively to the cashier. 
Thus far they have been found trust- 
worthy, our great defaications, with an 
exception or two, like those of Spencer 
and Myers, coming from the Presidents 
who had managed: to secure control of their re- 
spective institutions. Here a pressure of busi- 
ness is the excuse for a want of close scrutiny 
on the part of Directors; in Newark the Directors 
are wealthy, old, and very respectable men, 
whose ease could not be disturbed by the drude- 
ery of looking carefully into the affairs of their 
bank. No excuse whatever should be consid- 
ered valid by any bank Director for a negiect of 
his duty. He should not even trust to labels on 
packages of currency or upon sealed bags of 
gold; each one should know for himself that the 
money called for by the label is actually there. 
A mere glance at the books to see what funds 

are to the credit of the bank in New York or 
elsewhere, or whether the deposits, the bonds, 
or other securities are right, will not do. Every 
item should be verified, every discount, with the 
collaterals, should be examined. Honest Cashiers 
and bank managers, so far from deeming such 
an examination an impertinence or a distrust of 
their integrity,wili always court the most search- 
ing inquiry. Then if a robbery or a failure 
occurs the whoie responsibility will not rest on 
them. And besides, depositors should know 
whether the Directors of their bank are doing 
their duty. if lax iu that it will be sate for 
them to give their business to some other bank. 
if the Newark failure prompts to a more care- 
ful system on the part of bank managers a 
— good to the business pubiic will come out 
t.

2 Urls flour, 2.517. 0 bu wheat, and 2,454,832 bu 
corn, being a decrease for the past week of 105. 
000 bris of Hour, 1,400,000 bu wheat, and 1,700,000 
bu corn. Towards the latter part of the week, 
under the decline in wheat, there was somewhat 
more business donetn the way of making en- 
gaugements for shipment, especially at saiti- 
more. where room was taken for nearly 800,000 
bu of grain, mainly wheat, a considerable part 
of which was for Franee. At New York do- 
mand for vessels to load grain bas also improved 
to some extent, but as soou as wheat declined, 
thus eausing an inquiry for vessels, ocean 
freigbts were advanced. During the crop year 
ending Aug. 31, 1881, the exports of flour and 
wheat combined from the United States Atlantic 
ports amounted to avout 125,000,000 bu, and of 
corn to nearly 80,000,009 bu, or a total of 205,000,- 
000 bu. The exports from the same ports dur- 
ing the present crop year will scarcely exceed 
65,000,003 bu of wheat and flour and perhaps jess 
than 25,000,000 bu corn, or at the outside a total 
of 9,000,000 bu, being 115,00,000 bu lese than the 
shipments of iast year. This 115,000,000 bu would 
be about 230,000 car-loads on an averuge of 500 
bu to a car, und thus the railroada will have just 
that much less grain to haul to the seaboard 
than they did last year, excepting the small pro- 
portion of it that would be transported by water.

SHERWIN VS. GEN. INGALLS. 

The case of J, F. Sherwin & Co. vs. Gen. Rutus 
Ingalls for $1Q000 damages on account of an al- 
leged malicious prosecution was resumed in 
Judge Moran's court yesterday morning. It 
was pushed through rather rapidly, as the Gen- 
eral, who is stationed in the Quartermaster's

To keep up 
the marwins Holland borrowed money from 
Gen. Ingalls, but, not getting enough in this way, 
the tirm — * up money of its own to make the 
deal One Gay while the rm was ab- 
sent, Holland bad the bookkeeper transfer the 
account to Gen. Ingalis. The account was 
floully closed out, and Oliver senta statement to 
tne General anuvouncing that a profit of $465 had 
been realized, but neglecting to add that the 
firm was eutitied to all of that profit because of 
the money advanced to Holland.

“This resolution, on motion of Mr. Curran, 
was referred to the Committee on German. This 
committee, as reorganized, after very careful 
consi@derntion of the whole subject, bet leave to 
submit the following report, Suggesting im- 
provetnents which they think may be made in 
the present system with great advantage to the 
character of the work done, and which, if 
adopted, will render the system more compiete 
as a whole. 

It is well established that a child can hardly 
begin the study ~ a language tov soon. The 
memory chic , a. exercised, and children of 
tender years learn words more readily than 
those of mature years. We would therefore 
recommend that the present limitation ot in- 
struction in German to the grammar grades be 
abolixhed, and that it be permitted in 


THE THIRD AND FOURTH GRADES. 


The instruction in those grades should be en- 
tirely oral, and should be of a practical charac- 
ter. In regard to the feasibility of such an in- 
troduction of this brunch into the lower grades 
we have no doubt. The special teacher of 
Gertnan made a practical application of the sug- 
gestion bere made in the Marquette school. A 
class of children of Euglish descent who krew 
nothing at all of German were given oral les- 
sous froma picture which bad been selected 
with a special view of introducing simple sen- 
tences in a systematic manner, aren lead- 
ing on to a knowledge of more diſheult sentence- 
building. The result has been most gratifying 
even for the short time during which the experi- 
ment bas been in progress—so much so, indeed, 
thut the pupils in German in the upper grades 
have been enger to have instruction given to 
them in the sume manner, in order that they 
might nlep be ubie to speak the language.

It was the best he could 
afford, and was the accumulation of eightcen or 
twenty years’ n There were six 
beds, well turnished, and flours were woll 
carpeted. Witness bad taken away his diction- 
ary and a silver water-set preseuted to him by 
the employés of bis company. He carried 

away because rs. Firman was 
using the gobiets to grow plants in. 
and one of them was broken. He also 
caused a carpet to be removed. The carpet 
bad been laying in the back yurd in the rain. 
Witness also removed some articies of his own 
wardrobe. He thought the furniture was worth 
$1,000 to 62.000. ‘The exterior of the house was 
all right oxcept tor sume breken windows and 
blinds. When the bill was filed the interior of 
the house was in good shape, having been 
thoroughly renewed in 1878. The tittings were 
of black waiuut, the walls papered, and the 
water-faucets, locks, etc., were all of the best, 
and in good order. Today the house was in very 
bad condition. The basement nad beeu hacked 
and split-up, doors carried off, and boards 


broken. 

All bis booke, including many works of value 
to him in his business, had been carried off. His 
clock, presented to him by friends in New York, 
had disappeared, and nearly all the locks were 
gone from the doors. lUp-stairs the wreckage 
was even more complete. there being 
NOTHING LEFT BUT TUE BARE WALLS AND 

FLOOR. 

Witness considered that he had provided lib- 
rally for bis wife and children in the matter of 
food and cloth4 lle gave money to his wite 
and daughter Josie when requested to do so. He 
had tried to be just, and if erred at all it was 
on the generous side. If it were the fact 
that during July, 1880, three weeks passed 
in which his family had meat but three times 
it was because they did not want it. The girl 
Josie was nearly 7. Aibert 13, Piercie 10, and 
Florry was the youngest. They lived and slept 
in the parlor in witness house, No. 0 Walnut 
strect. 

Mr. Jackson cross-examined. Witness said he 
could not say whether bis furniture was worth 
51.000 or $2,000, 

The plaintiff offered in evidence a part of an 
aflidavit made by the witness in answer to Mrs. 
Firman's bill, in which tue witness swore that 
his wife bad carried off property in value great- 
ly exceeding $1,000. 

The defense wanted the whole 
but the Court overruled them an 
was noted. 

The witness said it wasa fact that when the 
affidavit was made (Oct. 16, 1880) such articles as 
were named had been removed from the bouse. 
The list included bedsteads, bedding, carpets, 
furniture, pictures, 8, aud other things. 
Witness did not know that his wife had removed 
the goods from the house. Carpets had been 
taken from the u r floor and the staircase to 
the front room. e had been told that pictures, 
books, and a laundry stove bad been taken to a 
house on Fulton street. He was told so by a 
person living in that house. Witness paid about 
#400 for the piano, and believed that almost ail 
the furniture in the house was new when pur- 
chased, 

Counsel ran over an inventory of the fur- 
niture, describing many of the different articies 
in detail and demanding in each case to know 
their condition. Cunsiderabie time was spent in 
this way, but no other branch of the testimony 
was goue into on cross-examination. 

MARY KENNEDY, 

now living at St. Charies, III., was called by the 
complainant, and testified that she lived in the 
Firman family from Jauuary to August, 1879, us 
an “assistant sewer.” She went to Baraboo. 
Wis., with Mrs. Firman as a friend. Witness 
was questioned asto the amount of carpeting 
on the stairs and in the hall, and the value of 
the chuirs and lounge in the parior. She thought 
some of the chairs were worth $1.25 cach and the 
easy-chair $3. The piano was worth $300. Wit- 
ness is now employed as a music-teacher. 

The Court interposed at last with the su 
tion that it was not proper on a direct examiua- 
tion to go into the question of the value of 
every articie of furniture unless the action was 
to recover such value. The judgment of the 
witness might be asked as to the gross vulue of 
the furniture, a on the cross-examination 
purticuiars might be elicited. The Court would 
not allow counsel, even in an action in assump- 
sit, to go into the value of every teacup.

Do the 
readers of your paper know that over two- 
thirds of all the prisoners in Joliet are young 
men’ In Sing Sing Prison, New York, there are 
J. 700 young men. two-thirds of whom are under 
ww yearsof age. There are seventy-five lifetime 
men in that prison, fifty of whom look more 
like boys than men. And what is more to 
the point, over two-thirds of this number are 
young mon, and you will find that among this 
number there is a man who is to all appearances 
still young, yet who has been there over twentv- 
five years. And only just think of it, there are 
in that prison 1.000 young men who were not 
born when he went there. Now, what shall we 
du for these young menu?’

Origin of the *Claque.” 
London Globe, 

The words claque and claqueur have become 
more or less acclimatized amongst all the thea- 
tre-going populations of Europe. The Ger- 
mans occasionally use klatschen in the same 
sense; but the men who applaud an actor ora 
dramatic author. or both at once, for mouey or 
for fricndsbip, are usually designated by the 
French title. A writer in the Vussische Zeitung 
gives an interesting sketch of the origin and 
history of “the falsification of the public 
judgment,” as another German critic calls 
it, by the institution of claque. Al- 
though it was born in Paris, it owed its 
origin to a German. or at least to an 
Austrian, a uative of Vienna, the beautiful and 
luckless daughter of the Emperor Francis I. and 
Maria Theresa, Queen Maric Antoinette. On 
April 24, 1776, the Alceste’’ of Gluck was to be 
performed for the first time in Paris. The young 
Queen was determined to force a brilliant suc- 
cess for the work of the great master, and in 
order to obtain it at its first representation she 
marked several passages in the libretto with ber 
own band, and, caliing the highest cavaliers of 
the Court to her aid, including the Comte 
d’Artois and the Comte de Provence, en- 
treated them to take care that these 
passages should be welcomed with universai ap- 
plause. The task was easy enough for these 
grand seigneurs, who wladly undertook auy duty 
laid pos them Uy their beautiful, young, and 
amiabie Queen. They gathered together ail the 

bung noblemen oi the Court and formed them 
nto a band of artistic conspirators, They were 
diligentiy instructed as to which 
they were to appiaud, and were distributed in 
xroupes allover the atre. The splendid suc- 
cess of “ Alceste,”” both with the Court and 
the citizens of Paris, was secured by the Wirt- 
wind and thuuder of approval which was started 
by the young nobles.

The attevdance was scant, schrecly 
more thau the ordinary frequenters of the court 
being presetit. Over in ove corner was a Small 
group of ladies, many of them friends and ac- 
quaintances of the accused. The father and 
relatives of the deceased were not present, nor 
were the parents of the young defendant, 

A plea of not-guilty was entered, and almost 
immediately State’s-Attorney Mills and Mr. 
Johnson set about the tedious work of the selec- 
tion of jurors from the regular panel anda 
special venire. With only an bour's interrup- 
tion at noon, tbe legal sparring cuntinued until 
5 o'clock in the afternoon, and then only four 
jurors bad been chusen. These are C. E. Atwell, 
an employé of the Lilinois Central Kaiirvad, 
ving at No. 21 Twenty-sixth street; W. 
H. Warner, a sewing- macbine- attachment nt, 
living at No. 279 Clark street; James M. Buell. 
carpenter, No. 1½ Clark street; and P. A. Cav- 
aupa, —— man, No. 26 West Van Buren 
street. In all the quesuons propounded, the 
Court ruled strictiy in acvordance with the 
Statute, and the exceptions of the defense were 
very numerous in consequence. A colored 
juror named Camp astonished every one by his 
remarkably intelligent and telling answers, but 
was excused by the defense. Au Irishman 
named Sullivan bade fair to make a very goud 
juror, until be let out that some other juror and 

imself bad talked about the cause, and 

latter had said that the case was 
to be a short one, and tbat the 
defendant would bang. Stern, who had sat all 
day a gloomy and apparently disinterested spec- 
tator, manifested considerable emotion at tbis 
grim cruelty. These were the only diversions of 
u very tiresome scene, which bids fair to be re- 
peuted agaiu today. 

THE STORY OF THE CRIME. 

The crime for which Stern is on trial, and to 
the commission of which he has more tban once 
testified, proves him to be as despicable a cow- 
ard as ever graced a murderer's cell. He 
wus a — clerk by occupation, 
but was always addicted to drink. His 
victim was an intelligentjand'well-behavedjyoung 
woman, the daughter ot Herman W. Maack, a 
grocer at No. 168 Hastings street, and brought 
bim in marriage $300, with which they set up 
housekeeping last spring, in apartmeuts over 
bis parent's home, ut No. 483 Fourteenth street. 
The murder was committed some time during 
the afternoon ot Wenesday, Sept. 16, and for 
nearly ten days preceding that day Sterna 
claims to bave been on aspree. He was at bome 
only occasionally, and his wife had in the 
meantime gone to a relatives bhuuse. 
She had not separated from alm. 
for she met bim by appointment 
on the afternoon of Tuesday, the 15th, and ac- 
cumpanied him home to his parents’ house, 
where they had supper. They then agreed to go 
to the theatre, and Haveriy’s was selected. 
After the performance they visited several res- 
taurapts and dallied awuy their time until they 
conciuded it was too late to go home. They put 
up for the night at the Wasb:ogton House, cor- 
ner Canal and Mudison streets, Stern registering 
for both as K. H. Stephens and wife. Wedues- 
day forenvon the two visited Chalifoux's livery, 
at No. 211 Halsted street, and bired a horse and 
bugxy, with which they drove to the scene of 
the tragedy, a desolate spot about two mies be- 
yond the city limits, on the road to Waidbeim 
Cemetery. Onlyafew days before this Steru 
and wife bad visited her mother’s grave in that 
cemetery, aud, upou their return, the wife told 
a number of her acquaintances that Arthur had 
choked ber and threatened to kill ber while 
kneeling upon her mother's grave. After the 
comission of the crime Stern drove back into 
town, abandoned the rig at the corner of Hal- 
stead and Harrison streets, came down town, 
and continued his spree. Hedid not return to 
his home until Taursday night, and, when ques- 
tioned as to his wife's whereabouts, lied, and, 
being

professed to know nothing concerning ter. The 
next two days were spent by the wife's relatives 
in vain endeavors to tind some trace of her, and 
Stern pretended to aid them in the search. The 
following Sunday, when be was quite drunk, be 
became exasperuted at them for bothering bim 
sv much, and said that be had shot and killed 
her ou the Kiverside road, and that if they 
would go there they wight find the body. The 
police were sent for, and he was arrested at 
once. At the station be soon camo tv bis senses 
and denied the killing, saying that he 
told her relatives this simply because 
they were aggravating bim. He claimed to 
bave last seen his wife tu the viciuity of Douglas 
Park, whither they wont, after leaving the hotel, 
in a street-car. He was verv drunk, and could 
not tell how they came to separate. This story, 
fuise as it wus, led the police to the discovery 
that Stern and wife had driven out Ogden ave- 
nue that day, witha horse and buggy, and bad 
stopped at several road-bouses, at oue of which 
be forgot his hitching-strap. Stern maintained 
bis com ure, and claimed it Was a vase uf mis- 
takeu identity. ‘Tuesday night Capt. O Donnell, 
by cleverly making Stern believe that bis wife 
bud been picked upon the road bya farmer 
living at Summit, and that she was probably go- 
ing to recover, forgive Bim everything, was 
anxious to see him, succeeded in cxtorting from 
the murderer a complete and very sensational 
coufessivn of bis crime. According to Stern, bis 
wife and himself bad agreed to end their days 
together and at once, and that the pistol used 
wus bought with ber knowledge and consent 
after louving the hotel, and was subsequently 
pawned by him in a Clark strect pawushop. He 
told bow they picked out a bare spot among the 
high weeds at the edge of the road, lay down to- 
gether, bade euch other farewell, and 
how his wife turned ber head for him to 
fire into it the fatal bullet. The blood 
came, and he wiped it away witba bandkerchicf, 
and, when she hud nearly ceased struggling. he 
stooped and kissed ber, and, miserabie coward 
that be was, refused to fulfill the other clause 
in the suicidal contract, and drove hastily buck 
to town. Everything indicates that this con- 
fession was the actual truth. 

By a still more clever rs Stern was induced 
to indicate the location of the crime, and au ex- 

edition, headed by Capt. O'Donnell, found the 

dy of the murdered woman lying as indicated, 
with a buliet-hole in the right temple. Subse- 
quently Stern made the same confession to re- 
porters and others, and everything in tbe chain 
of evidence seems eo strong that he can scarcely 
miss the fate he deserves.

The statement was untrue. It was intend . 
ed io mislead. The Bleus of Quebec thirsted 
tor the political lite of Letellier. They were. 
eur: against whoever stood between them 


and the object of their vengeance. Sir Jahn 


‘played the part of a coward. Ile told ag 
untruth from fear of his Freuen followers, 
and in a most spabby way sought to fasten 
upon Lord Lorne the unpopularity of his owa 
act. A chivalrous man would not have done 
so. An honest man would not have done 80. 
But Sir John is neither, and the Tory press 
teemed with abuse of the Governor-General 
for having done what he was advised to do, 
but what Sir John led his supporters to be 
lieve Wus done contrary to their advice. 

This was so gruss an outrage of truth and 
decency that, we believe, Lord Lorne insisted 
upon having the lie corrected, which was a 
few days later so imverfectiv done as not to 
remove the original impression. ts it sur- 
prising that the Princess was grieved and 
angry to find her husband having as his chief 
adviser one who could be — of such con- 

sing that she 
resolved not to be brought in contact with 
those who were ready to make the revresent 
ative of the sovereign the subject of party 
abuse, by untruthfully attributing to him as 
his own act—done contrary to their advice— 
an act which had been done by their advice? 

Her Royal Highness withdrew from the 
country, no doubt from the first resolved 
not to return. His Excellency was betrayed 
by his Chief Minister. The Princess saw 
that the Tory party owed their allegiance te 
Sir John Macdonald, and not to sover 
eign, and that the daughter of the sovereign 
and her husband, the sovereigu's representa- 
tive, were only intended to walk behind his 
car in order to add to the splendor of his 
procession. The Princess saw the place she 
was intended to Ail, she at ones 
retired, His Excellency, we believe, is 
about to follow ber example. His Ex- 
cellency made the mistake of supposing 
that one who held the place of leader of a 
great party would be incapable of such base- 
ness. He was mistaken. The successor of 
Lord Lorne is , to profit by Lord 
Lorne's experience. hen Sir John made 
his statement to the Ilouse, and ex 
his regret mat the Governor-General had not 
taken theit advice, many of his followers de 
clared that we had one Scotchman too many 
in Canada. The Scotchman, who was 80 
much offended, may not again return. Some 
other man will take his place. We trust that 
he will be of large parliamentary 
experience, and will be not less dis 
Lord Lorne to be just to her Majesty's lo
